And last but not least we would like to sincerely 
thank Mr. Byron just for being a great guy. The school was ours and so was the dress code. 
Almost anything could be worn, Purple levis, yellow wranglers, but no blue dungarees, they 
were a crime. Well I guess our times up, we served our four years some served with honor - 
able mention others in office detention, but in the end when you look back wasn't it great
